Hyde Refused to Testify. 


The testim ony of Miss Pearl Keller, 
the nurse who attended Cot, Swope 
in his last 
illness, and that of I)r. 
Ludwig Hektoen and 
Dr. Frank J. 
Jlall held great weight with the jury. 
An in* idem in the morning when Dr. 
Hyde was asked to take tl»«- stand and 
testify, but refused, is also figured 
as om* of the causes for th# verdict. 
Frank Walsh, attorney tor Dr. Hyde, 
when his client 
was called in the 
morning, interrupted the proceedings 
and refused to allow the physician to 
go upon t In* stand. 
Immediately following 
Dr. 
Hyde's 
refusal to testify. Prosecutor Conklin 
declared: "T h at’s

But In* declined to explain 
what ho meant by the remark.

Hyde wrote the death certificate of 
Col. Swope after attending him in his 
last illness and then refused 1o tell 
the coroner’s jury about it.
